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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 38-55 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in the 
environment of configuring a patient monitor with a computer, the closest prior art 
Pincus US 2003/0032446 fails to teach or suggest, the computer having means to, 
detect the present of an un-configured patient monitor; displaying a prompt to a user 
indicating the present of the un-configured patient monitor; the user Inputting a 
command in the computer to link data from the patient monitor to a portion of a display 
at a central station; configuring the central station to display the data from the patient 
monitor at a portion of the central station display 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.

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Warden does not teach or suggest configuring the patient monitor and the central 
station to link data to a portion of the display.
